Your  elected  Board  of  Selectmen,  have 
achieved  their  desired  objectives  and  goals  for 
1988.  As  the  governing  body  of  the  Town,  the 
Selectmen  have  endeavored  to  accomplish  all 
objectives  in  a  reasonable,  effective  and  effi- 
cient manner.  We  greatly  appreciate  your  trust 
and  support  over  the  past  year . 

The  process  of  updating  the  Town ' s  Master 
Plan  is  well  underway,  the  results  of  a  "Citizen 
Survey"  are  reprinted  in  this  report .  Many 
thanks  to  all  who  responded  to  the  question- 
naire -  A  special  thank:  you  to  the  group  of 
citizens  who  are  serving  on  the  Master  Plan 
Committee . 

The  position  of  controller  has  been  added 
to  the  town  office  staff  -  The  process  of  bring- 
ing the  business  of  town  government  into  the 
20th  century  has  begun .  With  a  selection  and 
installation  of  a  computer  system,  town  payroll 
service ,  tax  billing,  accounts  payable  ledgers, 
budget  preparation  and  analysis,  word  process- 
ing, etc.  is  being  accomplished  in  a  very  cost 
effective  manner. 

Community  spirit  is  alive  and  well  in  North 
Hampton ,  as  evidenced  by  the  generous  outpouring 
of  contributions  by  various  citizens  who  assist- 
ed the  Selectmen  by  paying  for  the  gold  leafing 
of  the  weather  vane  atop  the  Town  Hall .  The 
Selectmen  hope  that  all  the  townspeople  take 
■pride  in  and  approve  of  the  new  flag  pole  at  the 
Town  Caramon  as  well  as  the  completed  restoration 
of  the  Town  Hall  steeple. 

Last  years  Town  Meeting  authorized  your 
Board  of  Selectmen  to  undertake  a  complete  study 
of  all  Town  buildings,  paying  particular  atten- 
tion, but  not  limited  to,  a  new  police  station 
facility  proposal-  This  has  been  accomplished 
and  a  detailed  plan  will  be  brought  forward  to 
this  years  Town.  Meeting,  which  is  scheduled  for 
March  14th.  An  insert  explaining  in  detail  the 
Municipal  Complex:  Building  proposal  is  part  of 
this  years  annual  Town  Report .  Please  take  the 
time  to  review  that  study  and  plan.  The  Select- 
men urge  all  registered  voters  and  interested 
citizens  to  attend  this  years  Town  Meeting. 
This  issue  will  be  discussed  and  voted  on.

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Solid  waste  disposal  still  remains  an 
important  issue,  the  final  solution  still  being 
down  the  road-  Much  activity  has  taken  place 
this  year ,  including  a  recycling  option  which  is 
currently  being  discussed  within  the  Southeast 
Regional  Solid  Waste  District . 

The  Fire  Department  has  placed  the  new  FMC 
pumper  in  service .    This  apparatus  is  an  impor- 
tant addition  to  the  fire  service. 

The  Selectmen  wish  to  thank  the  many  dedi- 
cated citizens  who  contribute  so  much  to  the 
success  of  the  Town  through  their  volunteer 
service  as  members  and  alternates  to  our  various 
boards  and  commissions ,  our  town  could  not  func- 
tion without  you..

We  have  examined  the  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton, 
New  Hampshire,  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1988.   Included  in  the 
examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen, 
Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Library  Trustees,  and  Trustees  of  Trust 
Funds . 

As  a  part  of  our  examination,  we  reviewed  and  tested  the  Town's  system 
of  internal  accounting  control  to  the  extent  we  considered  necessary  to 
evaluate  the  system  as  required  by  generally  accepted  auditing  standards. 
Under  these  standards,  the  purpose  of  such  evaluation  is  to  establish  a 
basis  for  reliance  thereon  in  determining  the  nature,  timing,  and  extent  of 
other  auditing  procedures  that  are  necessary  for  expressing  an  opinion  on 
the  financial  statements. 

The  objective  of  internal  accounting  control  is  to  provide  reasonable, 
but  not  absolute,  assurance  as  to  the  safeguarding  of  assets  against  loss 
from  unauthorized  use  or  disposition  and  reliability  of  financial  records 
for  preparing  financial  statements  and  maintaining  accountability  for  assets. 
The  concept  of  reasonable  assurance  recognizes  that  the  cost  of  a  system  of 
internal  accounting  control  should  not  exceed  the  benefits  derived,  and  also 
recognizes  that  the  evaluation  of  the  factors  necessarily  requires  the  use 
of  estimates  and  judgements  by  town  officials. 

In  conjunction  with  our  audit  report  dated  February  10,  1988,  we  noted 
the  following: 

A. )   General  Accounting  Systems 

It  has  been  noted  that  substantial  improvement  has  been  implemented  by  the 
town  to  update  its  accounting  system  and  internal  controls'  with  the  addition, 
of  a  town  controller  and  a  computer  based  system. 
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(2) 


The  system  still  does  not  include  several  departments  which  we  advise  should 
be  computerized.   Of  principal  importance  is  the  inclusion  of  property  tax 
collections  in  the  system.   In  addition,  we  recommend  that  the  town  implement 
procedures  that  require  all  income  centers  to  post  income  on  a  daily  basis  to 
the  computer. 


B.)  General  Fixed  Assets  Accounting 

In  general,  accounting  for  fixed  assets  provides  information  for  estimating 
the  amount  of  insurance  needed,  monitors  asset  utilization,  provides  a 
safeguard  over  the  asset,  and  allows  for  depreciation  to  be  estimated  when 
applicable.  The  town  does  not  maintain  records  for  its  investment  in 
property,  plant  and  equipment. 

Fixed  asset  accounting  should  be  considered  in  the  future  accounting  system 
of  the  town.   Revenue  sharing  and  certain  grants,  as  well  as  generally 
accepted  accounting  principles,  requires  that  adequate  fixed  asset   records 
be  maintained. 


C.)  Internal  Controls  Cash  Accounts 

We  recommend  that  dual  control  procedures  be  required  for  all  cash  accounts 
including  temporary  investments  and  escrow  accounts.   In  order  to  implement 
this  the  town  should  examine  the  feasibility  of  the  bank  reconcilations  being 
done  by  someone  who  is  not  an  authorized  check  signer  and  has  no  duties 
involving  receiving  cash.   In  addition,  we  recommend  that  all  bank  statements, 
savings  passbooks,  and  certificates  of  deposit  be  under  the  control  of  the 
same  person. 


In  closing,  we  complement  and  thank  the  selectmen  and  staff  of  the  Town  of 
North  Hampton  for  their  competent  assistance  during  the  course  of  our  audit.

Note  1.)    Summary  of  Significant  Accounting  Policies 

The  accounting  policies  of  the  Town  of  North  Hampton  conform  to 
generally  accepted  accounting  principles  for  local  governmental 
units  except  as  indicated  hereinafter.   The  following  is  a  summary 
of  significant  accounting  policies. 

Basis  of  Accounting 

The  accrual  basis  is  used  for  all  fiduciary  funds.   Governmental 
funds  utilize  the  modified  accrual  basis  whereby  revenues  are 
recorded  when  measurable  and  available.   Expenditures  are  recorded 
when  the  liability  is  incurred  (accrual  basis)  except: 

A.  Disbursements  for  inventory  items  (material  and  supplies)  are 
considered  expenditures  at  the  time  of  purchase. 

B.  Prepaid  expenses  are  not  normally  recorded. 

Property,  Plant  and  Equipment 

Property,  plant  and  equipment  acquired  or  constructed  for  general 
government  services  are  recorded  as  expenditures  in  the  fund  making 
the  expenditure.   Funds  used  to  acquire  general  fixed  assets  and/or 
debt  service  payments  on  borrowing  in  connection  therewith  are 
accounted  for  as  expenditures  in  the  year  payments  are  made.   This 
is  contrary  to  generally  accepted  accounting  principles  which  require 
separate  fixed  asset  grouping  of  accounts  and  separate  liability 
accounts  for  debt  procurement  and  servicing. 

Investments 

Investments  are  stated  at  cost. 

Types  and  Purpose  of  Funds 

A.  General  funds  are  intended  to  provide  recurring  general  services. 
They  are  controlled  by  a  budget  approved  by  the  voters. 

B.  Special  Revenue  Funds  -  Used  to  account  for  specific  restricted 
revenues  and  expenditures  for  various  purposes.   Receipts  and 
expenditures  of  each  fund  are  governed  by  the  terms  of  contractual 
agreements,  statues,  or  local  law. 

C.  Other  Governmental  Unit  funds  (Agency)  -  The  town  collects  taxes 
for  the  Winnacunnet  School  District,  North  Hampton  School  District, 
Rockingham  County,  and  the  Little  Board  Head  Precinct  as  required 
by  law.   These  taxes  are  accounted  for  as  agency  funds.

Types  and  Purposes  of  Funds  (continued) 

D.  Capital  Reserve  Funds  -  Used  to  account  for  financial  resources 
to  be  used  for  the  acquisition  or  construction  of  major  capital 
facilities. 

E.  Property  Taxes  -  Property  tax  revenue  recognition  requires 
disclosure   of  property  taxes  receivable,  which  are  to  be  collected 
beyond  a  period  of  60  days  subsequent  to  December  31,  1988,  are 
recognized  on  the  balance  sheet  and  not  reserved.   The  Town  of 
North  Hampton  recognized,  without  reserve,  all  taxes  receivable 

at  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.   This  accrual  practice  is  consistent 

with  other  New  Hampshire  municipal  entities  and  more  appropriately 

matches  the  liability  to  the  school  district  at  December  31,  with 

collections  intended  for  school  district  payments  through  June  30 
of  the  following  year. 

Property  taxes  collected  by  the  town  include  taxes  levied  for  the 
following  governmental  units  as  require  by  law.   The  town  is

The  town  raises  revenue  through  taxation  for  abatements  and  refunds 
of  property  and  resident  taxes  by  an  amount  set  as  overlay.   The 
tax  overlay  for  1988  was  $26,672  and  abatements  amounted  to  $8,962. 

Other  General  Accounting  Policies 

Retirement  System 

Several  members  of  the  Police  Department,  Fire  Department,,  Highway 
Department,  and  Town  Office  are  members  of  the  New  Hampshire  Retirement 
System.   Under  this  plan,  participants  contribute  annually  a  percentage 
of  compensation  which  is  fixed  by  law.   The  Town's  contribution  rate 
for  normal  cost  of  the  plan  is  based  upon  an  actuarial  valuation  of  the 
state  plan  as  of  June  30,  1988,  at  varying  rates  by  occupation.   Since 
the  valuation  is  based  on  the  entire  state  plan,  the  amount  of  excess 
vested  benefits  over  fund  assets  is  undeterminable  for  the  town.   The 
town  has  no  past  service  cost  obligation.

The  year  1988  has  given  us  many  changes ,  includ- 
ing 59  new  businesses  opening  with  more  to  come 
in  1989.  This  has  created  many  problems  toy- 
generating  increased  traffic  along  Route  1  to 
over  19 ,  OOO  cars  a  day.  This  increase  has  en- 
couraged people  to  use  side  streets  never  used 
as  much  before,  and  -with  this  has  come  many 
complaints  from  residents  ,  along  with  increased 
accidents  in  town,  up  9%  over  last  year,  includ- 
ing three  fatalities .

Intoxicated  program  this  past  year .  It  involved 
placing  an  extra  cruiser  on  our  roads  weekends 
for  2(5  weeks  over  the  summer  to  combat  the  drunk 
driver.  This  program  worked  out  very  well  and 
the  cost  was  reimbursed  to  the  town  by  the  State 
of  New  Hampshire  Highway  Safety  Agency. 

Again  this  year  we,  along  with  the  Rockingham 
Sheriff's  Department,  had  the  Officer  Phil 
Program  at  the  elementary  school .  This  year  K— 
24,  the  robot,  spoke  on  walking  safety,  traffic 
safety,  bus  safety,  as  well  as  covering  the 
talking  to  strangers  and  identifying  them.  He 
was  a  great  hit  with  the  kids.  The  program  is 
sponsored  by  the  local  businesses  and  we  wish  to 
thank  them  for  their  continued  support.

These  consisted  of  80  structural 
fires,  IS  mutual  aid  calls,  8  automobile  fires, 
44  automobile  accidents ,  4  grass  and  wood  fires, 
37  miscellaneous  calls ,  15  public  assistance  and 
224  ambulance  calls. 

Last  year  the  Fire  Department  put  into  service 
the  new  F.M.C.  pumper.  This  piece  of  apparatus 
was  voted  on  by  the  residents  of  North  Hampton. 
The  Fire  Department  is  very  pleased  with  this 
new  pumper.  The  F.M.C.  has  a  1500  GPM  pump  and 
also  carries  1000  gallons  of  water . 

The  Fire  Department  has  been  busy  this  year  with 
the  construction  projects  in  town  enforcing  the 
fire  codes.  The  number  of  inspections  and 
permits  issued  this  year  has  gone  along  with  the 

growth  of  the  town. 

The  Fire  Department  urges  all  residents  to  make 
sure  their  house  numbers  are  posted.  This 
enables  emergency  vehicles  to  locate  the  house 
in  guest  ion.  In  the  new  projects  the  lot  number 
is  not  the  house  number.  If  you  have  any  ques- 
tions with  a  house  number  you.  may  call  the  Town 
Office  or  the  Fire  Department. 

Again  this  year  I  would  like  to  thank  everyone 
who  has  helped  the  Fire  Department  and  invite 
anyone  interested  to  stop  in  the  station  and  see 
the  new  equipment  the  department  has . 

Also,  this  year  we  cannot  go  without  thanking 
the  Ladies  Auxiliary  for  their  outstanding  job 
and  support  during  the  year .  The  girls  this 
year  worked  very  hard  on  their  Penny  Sale ,  it 
was  the  largest  one  they  have  had.  They  would 
like  at  this  time  to  thank  everyone  who  attended 
and  donated  to  their  Penny  Sale .  The  donations 
from  these  projects  are  donated  to  the  Fire 
Department  to  purchase  special  equipment  for  the 
benefit  of  the  Fire  Department.  A  successful 
project  is  very  rewarding  to-  the  girls  and  the 
Fire  Department ,  we  all  appreciate  their  ef- 
forts .

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REPORT  OF  THE 
CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

During  trie  past  year  your  Commission  has  been 
trying  to  acquire  suitable  land  for  conservation 
purposes  -  We  are  currently  working-  on  12  possi- 
ble pieces . 

We  are  hampered  by  a  number  of  factors ,  not  the 
least  of  which  is  that  prime  land  in  North 
Hampton,  in  spite  of  the  current  soft  residen- 
tial real  estate  market ,  is  going  for  prices 
which  are  beyond  our  means  -  Eur t her  ,  the  use  of 
State  matching  funds  is  somewhat  limited  by  the 
fact  that  certain  land  within  our  75  foot  re- 
striction from  wetlands  is  considered  to  be 
already  protected  f  ream  development  . 

Nevertheless,  we  are  continuing  our  efforts,  and 
we  are  encouraged  by  the  fact  that  the  survey 
made  by  the  Town  Master  Plan  Commission  showed 
that  r  of  those  surveyed,  an  overwhelming  majori- 
ty listed  as  "very  important"  the  need  to  pro- 
tect open  space  and  for  the  preservation  of 
wetlands.  Such  a  clear  mandate  indicates  our 
efforts  are  in  the  right  direction. 

We  are  emphasizing  several  approaches  to  acquire 
land.  The  first  is  outright  donation.  Such 
donations  usually  carry  a  tax  advantage  to  the 
donor  r  and  in  some  instances  may  be  land  of 
minimal  economic  value .  Another  approach  is 
that  of  acquiring  and  paying  for  a  conservation 
easement  —  an  easement  which  permits  the  owner 
to  retain  title  to  the  land,  permits  the  use  of 
the  land  for  conservation  purposes ,  but  prevents 
"development "  of  the  land.  We  are  also  in  a 
position  to  work  with  the  State  to  use  matching 
funds  for  either  outriqht  purchase  or  part 
purchase/part  donation.  If  anyone  has  any 
interest  in  pursuing  any  approach  in  this  direc- 
tion ,  please  ask  them  to  contact  a  member  of 
Conservation  and  we  will  be  glad  to  work:  with 
them. 

Aside  from  the  above.  Conservation  is  workinq  to 
protect  and  keep  open  the  areas  we  have .  As  an 
example ,  the  trail  throuqh  the  Conservation 
lands  off  Woodland  Road  is  overgrown  in  spots, 
wet  in  others,  and  there  are  indications  of 
unsuitable  activities.  Further,  a  land  owner 
inadvertently  built  over  into  the  Ship  Rock

piece .  This  is  being  corrected  through  land 
transfer  and  lot  line  adjustment. 

Our  basic  approach  is  that  we  want  to  preserve  a 
"green  belt"  along-  all  of  our  rivers  throughout 
the  Town-  While  this  has  been  partially" 
achieved  through  the  operation  of  our  75  foot 
from  wetlands  zoning  law,  it  is  a  fact  that  it 
must  be  continually  watched  as  builders  and 
developers  are  continually  trying  to  get  vari- 
ances to  "fill  just  this  one  little  piece." 

Secondly,  we  want  to  save  for  the  Town  some 
"original"  land-  We  are  indeed  fortunate  that 
due  to  the  generosity  of  the  Boise " s  we  have  the 
land  on  Woodland  Road.  Adjoining  this  to  the 
north  is  the  23  lot  development  of  Ship  Rock 
Estates  and  adjoining  this  to  the  south  is  the 
Xce  Pond  Development  (mostly  in  Hampton)  -  North 
Road  has  a  development  of  55  lots ,  Pine  Hill  off 
Exeter  Road  has  one  of  31  lots.  Deer  Run  off 
Winnicut  Road  has  IS  lots.  Development  activity 
in  our  Town  is  intense-  Further,  there  is  a 
development  taking  place  in  Stratham  which 
adjoins  our  westerly  line-  We  are  not  a  minute 
too  soon - 

We  have  two  requests  -  First ,  if  any  of  you  have 
any  interest  in  allowing  the  Town  to  either 
obtain  your  property,  or  obtain  the  conservation 
rights  to  it  —  either  free  or  for  money  —  please 
contact  us  -  Second,  we  need  a  few  volunteers  to 
act  as  "Forest  Patrollers" ,  people  who  would 
like  to  walk  through  the  woods  from  time  to  time 
and  tell  us  of  matters  which  may  need  attention 
—  blocked  trails,  building  of  "hutches,"  or  even 
outright  theft  of  trees. 

And  to  the  Townspeople  as  a  whole  —  thanks  for 
suppor t  ing  us -

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REPORT  OF  THE  NORTH  HAMPTON 
MOSQLFITO  CONTROL.  COMMISSION 

Moscruito  control  proiects  in  8  seacoast  ccmmuni- 
ties  experienced  a  year  of  transi  tion  during 
1988 .  At  on&  t±m<e  r  the  8  towns  hired.  5  separate 
entonologists  to  supervise  trie  control  programs  - 
TodaYr  one  entomologist  and  a  crew  of  8  battle 
these  pestiferous  insects  - 

As  Director  of  this  regional  project ,  X  had 
several  challenges  facing  me r  hire  and  train  a 

crew;  learn  new  territory;  and  operate  mosguito 
control  programs  in  8  towns.  After  a  full  week 
of  interview's  and  careful  examination  of  each 
appl icant r  I  selected  my  candidates .  There  were 
two  experienced  employees  returning  for  another 
season.  William  Flvnn,  Jr. ,  3-year  veteran  of 
mosquito  control  in  North  Hampton  was  hired  as 
foreman.  Mr.  Flvnn  and  his  crew  worked  out  of 
the  Rye  Town  Hall  receiving  daily  instructions. 

All  inexperienced  employees  needed  training  and 
a  pesticide  applicator's  license.  The  State  of 
N.H.  recruires  all  persons  applying  pesticides 
commercially  to  he  trained  and  licensed  under  a 
crualified  supervisor.  Unlicensed  applicators 
must  remain  within  speaking  distance  of  a  li- 
censed supervisor  while  spraying.  Employees 
received  intensive  on  the  iob  training  and  2 
manuals  to  prepare  for  the  examination  —  a 
general  pesticide  use  exam  and  a  mosquito  and 
black  fly  control  exam.  Once  licensed,  X  could 
send  the  applicators  out  to  spray  unsupervised. 

This  past  season  the  roads  of  North  Hampton  were 
SDrayed  in  the  morning.  Since  adult iciding  must 
~>e  done  only  when  weather  ,  air  temperature  and 
«r±nd  speed  are  within  legal  limits  for  spraying  r 
the  option  of  spraying  morning  or  night  eased 
the  pressure  of  weather  dependence .  Morning 
routes  began  as  early  as  3  ;  30  AM  and  evening 
routes  around  7:00  PM .  The  early  routes  had 
other  advantages :  less  traffic  and  fewer  runners 
were  encountered .  Cookouts  were  not  disrupted 
nor  were  ballgames .  Morning  sprays  are  not  for 
everyone r  employee  and  resident  alike.  North 
Hampton ,  with  2  routes ,  was  sprayed  both  morning 
and  evening  during  the  1988  season .  I  am  inter- 
ested in  your  comments  on  morning  spray  routes . 
Please  call  the  Rye  headguarters ,  964—9264  or 
call  the  Selectmen's  office,  964-8087 ,  and  leave 
a  message . 
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Drivers  have  a  lot  to  do  durinq  a  spray  route. 
Vehicle  speed ,  wind  velocity,  air  temperature 
and  insect icide  flow  are  monitored  throughout 
the  route.  The  driver  also  reads  the  maps 
looatinq  bodies  of  water ,  apiaries  and  areas  not 
to  he  sprayed  to  avoid  unnecessary  contamination 
of  these  areas -  In  addition  to  these  responsi- 
bilities, the  driver  must  also  he  aware  of 
traffic,  pedestrians  and  animals  on  or  near  the 
road.  Many  residents  attempt  to  stop  the  spray 
truck:  durincr  a  route -  The  solo  driver ,  encoun— 
terincr  a  stranger  at  nicrht ,  must  determine  when 
stoppincr  is  appropriate-  All  drivers  are 
instructed  not  to  stop.  Please  call  our  office 
with  incruires  or  requests  .  The  driver  is  not 
authorized  to  alter  a  spray  route  without  my 
consent . 

Adulticidincr  is  a  very  small  yet  visible  portion 
of  the  mosquito  control  proqram.  The  majority 
of  our  time  is  devoted  to  controllincr  mosquitoes 
at  the  source  —  freshwater  swamps  in  the  spring 
and  salt  marshes  in  the  summer-  Mosquitoes  only 
breed  in  staqnant  water .  The  first  generation 
of  mosquito  larvae  hatch  in  March  and  April  from 
ecrcrs  laid  the  previous  season .  The  crew  surveys 
potential  breedinq  sites  to  determine  a  need 
before  sprayincr.  If  the  crew  does  not  find 
enouqh  mosquito  larvae  to  spray,  then  unneces- 
sary pesticide  is  eliminated.  When  sufficient 
numbers  are  found ,  the  applicator  determines 
which  insecticide  best  suits  the  habitat. 
Available  insecticides  include  a  bacterial  spore 
in  corn ,  a  dormant  oil  ,  a  qrowth  regulator 
hormone  and  an  orqanophosphat e  insecticide. 
Applicators  carry  gas- powered  backpack  sprayers 
throuqh  thick  brush  r  prickers ,  mud  and  water  in 
search  of  larvae.  It  is  hard  to  convey  the 
level  of  difficulty  encountered  in  many  fresh- 
water swamps  -  Maneuvering  a  top— heavy  50  lb . 
backpack  sprayer  throuqh  a  densely  overqrown 
swamp  is  nearly  impossible.  The  3— foot  nozzle 
further  complicates  the  effort.  Of  course, 
water  level  and  mud  depth  are  important  factors. 
Most  workers  are  anxious  for  the  spring  fresh- 
water work  to  end. 

Larval  development  in  salt  marshes  commences 
slowly  in  April  with  cool  air  and  water  tempera- 
tures .  Development  speeds  up  as  temperatures 
increase-  The  spring  generation  will  evolve 
from  ecrg  to  adult  in  approximately  6  weeks .  The 
summer  brood  requires  less  than  7  days  to  become 
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flying  adults .  Therefore  r  during  trie  shammer*  trie 
crew  is  working  against  trie  biological  clock  to 
control  mosquitoes  while  they  are  still  ±n  trie 
vulnerable  larval  stage  - 

During  trie  1988  season,  trie  odds  were  against 
the  ■workers .  Prolonged  heat  and  strenuous  work 
proved  to  be  debilitating.  The  crew  was  forced 
to  work  more  slowly  to  conserve  energy  and  to 
avoid  heat  prostration.  Recovery  times  and 
fluid  consumption  tripled-  As  the  crew  slowed 
down  in  the  heat ,  the  mosquito  development  sped 
up.  The  crew  deserves  special  praise  for  their 
control  efforts  during  those  heat  waves .  Breed- 
ing occurred  on  the  marshes  everv  week  from  July 
1st  to  the  end  of  September.  The  crew  was  let 
go  t>y  Sept .  11th  due  to  a  lack  of  funds  ,  but  the 
mosquitoes  didn't  guit  until  late  in  October.  X 
propose  increasing  the  number  of  work  hours  for 
the  crew  next  season  in  order  to  increase  our 
service  to  the  Town. 

After  more  than  two  decades  of  research,  an 
ecological  approach  to  mosquito  control  has  been 
developed.  The  method,  known  as  Open  Marsh 
Water  Management  or  OMWM ,  uses  natural  fish 
predators  rather  than  insecticides  or  drainage 
to  control  mosguito  larvae.  OIWM  provides 
access  for  fish  to  areas  on  the  salt  marsh  where 
the  mosquitoes  breed.  These  fish,  muimmichogs  , 
occur  naturally  on  the  marsh  and  each  fish  may 
consume  up  to  300  mosguito  larvae  a  day.  OMWM 
has  proven  to  reduce  the  mosquito  population  by 
more  than  90%  without  the  use  of  insecticides. 
OMWM  creates  and  reestablishes  feedina  and 
resting  habitats  for  many  shorebirds  and  wading 
birds  by  keeping  pools  and  pans  on  the  marsh 
surface.  These  birds  are  returning  to  salt 
marshes  where  OMWM  has  been  implemented.  Before 
any  alterations  can  be  done,  detailed  planning 
must  be  conducted.  Each  salt  marsh  has  to  be 
examined  to  determine  what  that  particular  marsh 
needs  for  changes  to  permit  fish  access  to  the 
pools  containing  mosguito  larvae-  Alterations 
are  made  with  specialized  equipment  desiqned  to 
traverse  a  salt  marsh  without  sinking  or  soar— 
ring  the  marsh  surface.  OMWM  is  a  long— term 
project  with  immediate  and  permanent  results. 

Mo  program  will  solve  every  problem  or  please 
every  person.  However,  OMWM  takes  into  consider- 
ation the  best  interests  of  the  salt  marsh  as  an 
active,   contributing  part  of  the  environment   in 
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which  we  will  all  live  and  also  eliminates 
disease  carrying  mosquitoes  naturally.  OMWM 
solves  the  mosquito  situation  in  the  salt  marsh- 
es ,  however  ,  freshwater  breedincr  sites  will 
continue  to  be  problem. 

The  war  with  mosquitoes  is  a  difficult  one.  We 
are  tryinq  to  lower  the  number  of  mosquitoes  to 
a  tolerable  level  without  harminq  the  environ- 
ment -  Serious  consideration  must  be  made  for 
non— chemical  method.s  of  control  -  The  State 
Mosquito  Control  Commission  warns  the  local 
commissions  that  insecticides  may  no  longer  be 
an  option  for  controlling  mosquitoes  in  the  near 
future-  If  you  have  questions  or  inquires

The  Recreation  Committee  has  spent  most  of  its 
ef  forts  on  the  continued  improvement  of  Dearborn 
Park-  Three  large  flood  lights  have  been  in- 
stalled this  year  and  has  virtually  eliminated 
any  vandalism  at  the  park.  After  having  re- 
placed several  plastic  drinking  fountains ,  the 
Commission  decided  to  install  a  more  permanent 
stone  fountain  which  has  proven  to  he  much 
better.  Picnic  tables  are  now  in  place  and  more 
needed  landscaping  has  been  done  to  improve  the 
appearance  of  the  park.  Basketball  backboards 
and  stanchions  -were  sanded  and  repainted  this 
year  as  well . 

Again  ,  our  Summer  Recreation  Program  held  at  the 
school  was  a  huge  success-  The  program,  under 
the  able  direction  of  Jacquie  DeFreze  ,  ran  for 
six  weeks  and  registered  211  children.  A  six 
week  tennis  lesson  program  was  also  offered  for 
North  Hampton  residents . 

The  co— ed  volleyball  games ,  sponsored  by  the 
Recreation  Commission,  have  increased  in  popu- 
larity and  are  now  played  twice  weekly,  in  the 
school  gym,  throughout  the  Fall  and  Winter. 

The  North  Hampton  Recreation  Commission  now 
budgets  for  a  payment  to  the  Hampton  Recreation 
Department  in  order  that  our  Senior  Citizens  may 
take  part  in  Senior  activities  sponsored  by 
Hampton ,  at  resident  rates .  We  plan  to  provide 
more  publicity  concerning  this  program. 

The  Recreation  Commission  would  like  to  thank 
Boy  Scout  Troop  #  1G2 ,  as  well  as  Alan  Bucklin 
for  assistance  in  preparation  of  the  sliding 
hill  at  Dearborn  Park.  Also,  thanks  to  Kevin 
Morgan  for  his  help  with  the  fountain  installa- 
tion.

In  1388  ,  the  NHYA  experienced  continued  growth 
±n  our  youth  programs  .  The  spring  Softball, 
junior  baseball  and  Little  League  baseball  and 
fall  soccer  programs  all  had  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  youth  participating.  A  major  effort 
to  align  the  fall  soccer  program  -with  area 
communities  was  highly  successful . 

Field  space  is  always  a  concern  when  organizing 
youth  activities.  To  help  deal  with  this,  the 
NHYA  has  undertaken  an  improvement  project  at 
Knowles  Field  off  Birch  Road.  In  1387  the 
existing  Little  League  baseball  field  was  re- 
moved and  the  field  was  raised  to  eliminate  a 
drainage  problem-  The  playing  surface  was  also 
expanded  to  accommodate  a  youth  soccer  field. 
In  1988  the  grass  on  the  new  surface  grew  enough 
to  allow  home  baseball  games  in  the  spring  and 
soccer  in  the  fall.  A  perimeter  fence  was  also 
installed  to  protect  the  field.  The  improve- 
ments to  date  are  a  result  of  strong  support 
from  volunteers  and  local  businesses  and  con- 
tractors, as  well  as  funding  from  the  Town. 

In  1988 ,  NHYA  received  a  three— year  challenge 
grant  from  the  Fuller  Foundation.  Funding  from 
this  grant  and  from  the  NHYA ' s  fund— raising 
efforts  will  be  used  to  complete  the  Knowles 
Field  improvement  project  over  a  three  year 
period.

Lamprey  Health  Care  marks  eighteen  years  of 
service  in  1989 ! 

Two  Medical  offices ,  one  in  Newmarket  and  one  in 
Raymond,  provide  primary  medical  care,  preven- 
tive health  services,  community  outreach,  social 
services  and  short  term  counseling  with  referral 
to  mental  health  agencies - 

Services  also  provided  by  Lamprey  Health  Care 
include  Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program 
and  the  Rockingham  County  Info — Center ,  informa- 
tion and  referral  service. 

The  medical  team  at  Lamprey  Health  Care  consists 
of  six  physicians:  Sarah  C.  Oxnard ,  MD  is  a 
Pediatrician  and  is  the  Medical  Director  of 
Lamprey  Health  Care.  Edward  G.  Benoit ,  MD  is  a 
Family  Physician  and  is  Associate  Director  of 
our  Raymond  facility.  Karen  O.  Brainard,  MD  is 
a  Family  Physician  practicing  in  Raymond.  Paul 
E.  Fredrichs ,  MD  and  Micki  A.  Kantrowitz ,  MD  are 
both  Family  Physicians  at  the  Newmarket  Center . 
Cynthia  A.  Rasmussen,  MD  is  an  Obstetrician/ 
Gynecologist  who  directs  the  Prenatal  Program 
operated  at  Lamprey  Health  Care  and  provides 
gynecological  services.  Also  on  staff  at  Lam- 
prey Health  Care  are  Michael  C.  Lewis,  Certified 
Physician's  Assistant,  Barbara  Janeway,  Nurse 
Practitioner  and  John  Mark  Blowen,  Nurse  Practi- 
tioner. Registered  and  Licensed  Practical 
Nurses  and  a  Medical  Assistant  round  out  the 
medical  team. 

The  addition  of  physicians  in  recent  years  has 
allowed  Lamprey  Health  Care  to  respond  to  the 
growing  demand  for  services  in  this  area. 

Lamprey  Health  Care  continues  to  operate  the 
Senior  Citizen  Transportation  Program.  The 
transportation  service  enables  senior  citizens 
to  remain  independent,  self-sufficient  and 
active  by  providing  a  means  to  needed  services 
such  as  food  shopping ,  pharmacy ,  meals ,  medical 
appointments  and  recreational  trips.  Three  of 
the  buses  are  equipped  with  hydraulic  lifts  to 
provide  service  to  individuals  in  wheelchairs .

Our  fiscal  year  runs  through  June  of  1988,  and 
during  that  time,  of  the  10,138  total  calls  we 
made  ,  1  ,  SSI  were  made  for*  residents  of  North 
Hampton .  The  breakdown  of  these  calls  is  as 
follows :

Of  these  calls ,  574  visits  were  made  to  161 
patients  free  of  charge  or  at  a  reduced  fee. 
Skilled  nursing  services  are  provided,  in  part, 
through  the  New  Hampshire  Division  of  Public 
Health  Services ,  Bureau  of  Maternal  and  Child 
Health.  Well  Child  Clinics  are  held  twice  a 
month  to  serve  children  from  birth  to  six  years 
of  age  from  families  who  meet  federal  income 
guidelines  (O.M.B.) -  Dental  Clinics,  staffed  by 
Dental  Hygienists  from  the  State  of  New  Hamp- 
shire Dental  Bureau ,  are  held  twice  a  year  for 
children,  ages  three  to  six  years  old.  Further 
treatment,  when  needed,  is  provided  by  the 
Bureau  of  Dental  Health-  The  school  nurse  may 
send  children  to  our  office  at  no  charge  during 
the  school  year  if  the  student ' s  immunizations 
need  to  be  updated  as  reguired  by  law.  Our 
agency  has  developed  a  Toddler  Car  Seat  Program, 
whereby  a  car  seat  may  be  borrowed  for  short- 
term  use  or  for  as  long  as  two  years  for  a  small 
rental  fee. 

Daily  between  S  r  OOAM  and  4:OOPM  a  walk-in  serv- 
ice is  available  to  all  North  Hampton  residents 
at  our  office  at  Seacoast  Village,  2S  Lafayette 
Road,  North  Hampton,  for  free  blood  pressure 
screenings ,  health  assessment ,  medication  coun- 
seling and  nutritional  education-  This  past 
year  we  had  SS  North  Hampton  residents  make  3*72 
visits  to  our  office  for  injections,  diabetic 
teaching,  blood  drawings ,  blood  pressure  moni- 
toring, etc.  Flu  Clinics  are  held  each  Fall  in 
our  office,  as  well  as  at  local  health  fairs. 
Vaccine  is  also  provided  for  homebound  patients . 
A  Basic  Foot  Care  Clinic  was  implemented  in 
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April  ,  1987  ,  and  lias  been  well  received  by 
residents  of  North  Hampton  -  During  the  past 
fiscal  year-  31  residents  made  103  visits  to  the 
Foot  Care  Clinic.  Anyone  sixty  years  of  age  and 
older ,  or  individuals  unable  to  perform  own  foot 
care  due  to  visual  problems  ,  difficulty  with 
manual  dexterity,  etc.,  are  eligible  for  these 
Clinics  _  Individuals  "with  Diabetes  or  circula- 
tory problems  will  require  a  physicians  approval 
for  participation.  This  service  is  by  appoint- 
ment only  and  at  minimal  fee. 

Two  new  services  were  implemented  by  our  agency 

last  year  Cholesterol  Screening  Clinics  are 

held  bimonthly  in  our  office  on  an  appointment 
basis  and  at  a  minimal  fee.  Also,  Respite  Care 
is  now  available.  This  service  provides  needed 
relief  for  relatives  of  homebound  patients  in 
blocks  of  two-hour  intervals . 

Our  staff  consists  of  six  (6)  full  time  Regis- 
tered Nurses,  four  (4)  part  time  Registered 
Nurses ,  two  (2)  Physical  Therapists,  one  (1) 
Occupational  Therapist,  one  (1)  Speech  Thera- 
pist, one  (1)  full  time  Home  Health  Aide,  two 
(2)  part  time  Home  Health  Aides,  a  secretary  and 
a  bookkeeper.  We  also  contract  with  an  Area 
Homemaker/Home  Health  Agency  which  enables  us  to 
refer  local  residents  for  homemaker  assistance. 

On  the  advice  of  our  accountant  ,  the  Board  of 
Directors  of  the  Seacoast  Visiting  Nurse  Associ- 
ation has  voted  to  request  each  town,  to  increase 
their  per  capita  appropriation  by  ten  cents 
(10<SO  .  We  feel  this  is  necessary  to  continue  to 
provide  the  same  high  quality  care  to  residents 
of  this  area.  Due  to  cutbacks  in  the  Federal 
Budget ,  we  have  had  to  face  a  continuous  reduc- 
tion in  Medicare  and  Medicaid  contributions 
during  the  past  year.  Your  town's  contribution 
to  our  agency  expenses  is  a  vital  resource  to 
our  successful  delivery  of  home  nursing  care  in 
North  Hampton .

We  have  examined  the  aeneral  purpose  financial  state-

Our  staff  continues  to  demonstrate  a  remarkable  level  of 
professionalism  in  their  planning  and  in  their  instruction.   They  are 
universally  involved  in  in-service  training  programs  and  professional 
growth.   They  demonstrate  daily  a  high  degree  of  concern  and  caring  for 
their  students.   They  take  initiative  in  seeking  solutions  to 
instructional  and  organizational  problems.   I  am  proud  to  work  with  them. 

CURRICULUM  AND  PROGRAMS 

North  Hampton  and  S.A.U.  21  continue  to  lead  the  state  and  region  in 
development  of  programs,  curriculum,  and  instructional  models  in  the  best 
interests  of  children.   In  the  recent  past  we  have  instituted  an 
Enrichment  Program  which,  while  still  in  the  beginning  stages,  already 
attracts  visitors  from  other  districts.   Our  Life  Skills  program  is  being 
examined  by  the  S.A.U.  as  a  model  for  addressing  the  developmental  and 
affective  needs  of  students.   Our  Writing  and  Reading  Process  program  has 
students  producing  written  work  of  exceptional  quality  and  becoming  more 
articulate  and  perceptive  as  well.   Our  Pupil  Services  program  provides 
comprehensive  diagnostic  and  prescriptive  services  for  children  with 
learning  problems  and  has  reduced  the  amount  of  time  such  students  need  to 
be  out  of  their  regular  classrooms  for  remedial  instruction.   Our  Science 
and  Social  Studies  programs  continue  to  be  excellent  and  increasingly 
interdisciplinary  in  nature.   Math  achievement  has  continued  to  improve  as 
a  result  of  our  extensive  efforts  over  the  past  two  years.   Co-curricular 
programs  continue  to  expand  and  improve. 

We  continue  to  identify  areas  of  learning  and  growth  which  we  believe 
demand  attention.   We  have  recently  begun  an  inservice  program  to  enable 
staff  to  develop  a  sequenced  program  for  students  in  Organizational 
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Skills.   We  have  established  and  are  still  refining  an  Advisory  Council 
designed  to  improve  communication  and  organization  within  our  school.   The 
School  Board's  Strategic  Planning  Process  is  nearing  fruitition  with  staff 
currently  engaged  in  cooperative  study  with  the  Board.   In  the  coming 
months  we  will  develop  an  appropriate  Foreign  Language  program  for  our 
students  for  1989-90.   We  continue  to  seek  means  for  providing  more 
offerings  for  students  not  destined  for  prep  school  or  college,  although, 
without  new  facilities,  the  development  of  an  allied  arts  program  is 
clearly  not  manageable. 

In  summary,  our  program  is  excellent.   We  have  room  to  improve.   We 
are  committed  to  that  improvement. 

FACILITIES  AND  EQUIPMENT 

We  have  continued  to  make  important  strides  in  upgrading  and 
improving  the  facilities  and  equipment  which  house  and  support  our  school. 
They  year  has  been  marked  by  replacement  of  two  rooves,  the  removal  and 
replacement  of  the  underground  oil  tank  and  conversion  to  #2  heating  oil, 
the  continued  upgrading  and  repair  of  the  heating  and  ventilation  system, 
the  carpeting  of  four  additional  classrooms,  the  renovation  of  six  toilets 
to  accessible  standards,  the  replacement  of  several  exterior  doors,  the 
installation  of  acoustical  ceilings  in  sveral  more  classrooms,  the 
painting  of  classrooms,  halls  and  part  of  the  exterior,  and  the  addition 
and  replacement  of  necessary  furniture.   These  changes,  plus  the  addition 
of  a  half-time  custodian,  have  continued  to  make  North  Hampton  Elementary 
School  a  safer,  cleaner,  healthier,  more  attractive,  and  better  place  to 
live,  learn,  and  teach. 

Two  years  ago  I  referred  to  our  school  as  "a  fundamentally  sound 
educational  facility".   I  continue  in  that  assessment  but  I  must  again 
note  my  belief  that  we  will  soon  exceed  the  useful  capacity  of  the 
exisiting  building.   The  "Report  of  the  Facilities  Review  Committee", 
presented  to  the  School  Committee  in  December  1987  as  the  result  of  months 
of  citizen  investigation,  is  supported  and  confirmed  by  the  "Facilities 
and  Program  Study"  conducted  by  the  Center  for  Educational  Field  Services 
during  the  past  year.   Both  reports  clearly  document  the  population  and 
program  pressures  which  will  soon  force  us  to  make  unacceptable  choices 
without  additional  space.   I  urge  you  to  visit  the  school,  read  the 
reports,  and  learn  the  facts.   The  School  Board  has  appointed  a  building 
committee  and  charged  it  with  the  task  of  presenting  a  building  proposal 
to  the  1990  School  District  Annual  Meeting.   I  ask  you  to  study  their 
recommendations  carefully  in  the  coming  year. 

In  conclusion,  the  year  has  been  a  success.   Together,  we  have 
continued  on  a  course  dedicated  to  quality  education  and  to  improvement  of 
that  quality.   I  again  wish  to  thank  Dr.  Katner ,  Mr.  Worthley,  and  Mr. 
Englebach  and  their  staffs  for  their  assistance  and  support.   I  thank  the 
School  3oard  for  their  continued  support.   I  thank  the  many  parents  and 
citizens  iwho  volunteer  their  time  and  talent  to  make  our  school  a  better 
place.   As  always,  thanks  must  go  to  the  Boosters,  who  continue  to  make 
such  a  tremendous  contribution  to  the  life  of  our  school.   Finally,  I 
offer  thanks  to  Mrs.  Sarno,  Mr.  Wigode,  and  Ms.  Scherer  for  their  daily 
efforts  on  behalf  of  our  school. 

I  am  saddened  to  think  that  North  Hampton  will  this  year  lose  the 
services  of  Mr.  Wayne  Elliot  to  retirement.   In  his  twenty-five  years 
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here,  he  has  become  an  indispensible  part  of  our  organization.   Wayne's 
role  of  Administrative  Coordinator  is  staggering  in  complexity  and  detail 
His  performance  of  that  role  is  outstanding;  he  is,  in  short, 
irreplaceable.   I  will  miss  his  advice,  help,  and  counsel.   Our  school 
will  miss  his  knowledge,  his  dedication,  and  his  caring.   For,  above  all, 
Wayne  Elliot  loves  teaching  and  children.   Thank  you,  Wayne;  we  will  miss 
you.   You  are  a  large  reason  why  North  Hampton  Elementary  School  is  the 
finest  elementary  school  in  New  Hampshire.
